The contracts provide ‘oa 
the preliminary work on a strip 
10.3 miles long in St. Lucie county 
and the other for 7.72 miles in Palm 
Beach county. 

Low bidder for the Palm Beach| 
strip was C. T. Stockton, Inc., ofl 
Miami, with a bid of $397,886.00 
anà the St. Lucie county section 
went to Cone Brothers Contracting 
Company, of Tampa, on its bid of 
$640,197.30. 

Stockton’s bid was well under 
feasibility estimates and approxi- 
mately $40,000 under the next bid- 


proximately $7,000 under the sec- 
ond bidder. 

Contracts for borings on the en- 
tire Turnpike length were awarded 
previously at substantial amounts: 
under estimates.

Floridians have bought some $2] 
billion in life insurance during the 
past five years and held a total of! 
$5,759,000,000 as of the first of this 
year. 

In 1954, purchases amounting to} 
more than half a billion dollars 
gave a significant boost to person- 
al savings by Floridians, the Flor- 
ida State Chamber of Commerce 
reported yesterday. 

The $5,759,000,000 life insurance 
package held by the people of the| 
state at the first of the year was 71 
per cent above the 1950 figure.

Regardless of what reap- 
portionment bill the legislature 
may pass and the Governor ap- 
prove, the more populous counties 
of Florida will not get even one ad- 
ditional member to represent them 
in the state legislature. 

The people of Florida should not 
be misled into believing that the 
unfair and unjust representation of 
the more populous counties can be 
corrected by any bill which the 
present reapportionment session of 
the legislature may pass and the 
Governor approve. The discrimina- 
tion, legislative-wise» against the 
more populous counties can*only be 
corrected by amending the state 
Constitution, and’this only the peo- 
ple of Florida can do, 

The 1955 regular ‘session of the 
legislature submitted a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution to 
be voted upon in November 1956, 
which would give Dade County-13 
additional representatives, in the 
legislature. Duval 7, Hillsborough 
5, Pinellas 2, Polk 1, Palm Beach 
2, Broward 1, and a senator for 
each county. Under Article 17, Sec- 
tion 3, of the Florida Constitution, 
the legislature can, by an affirm- 
ative vote of three-fourths of all its 
members, give the people of Florida 
an opportunity to vote on this pro") 
posal amendment within not less 
than 90 days, nor more than 120 
days. If the people of Florida adopt 
such an amendment to the Consti- 
tution, it would settle the reappor-| 
tionment. problem that has dead- 
locked the legislature and the Gov- 
ernor for nearly two months, and 
cost the taxpayers an enormous 
amount of money. 

It should be further pointed out 
that even if the.present repportion- 
ment session of the legislature and 
the Governor agree on a reappor- 
tionment bill, it will be completely 
nullified if the people of Florida 
adopt, in November 1956, the pro- 
posed amendment to the Consti- 
tution giving the more populous 
counties 40 additional representa- 
tives, and each county a senator. 
This fact, alone, makes it silly to 
keep on wasting the taxpayers’ 
money and impairing the people’s 
confidence in their government by 
obstinately continuing the hopeless- 
ly deadlocked reapportionment ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

As a private citizen who is dis- 
tressed by the depressing deadlock | 
between the legislature and the, 
Governor, I earnestly hope the legi- 
slature will recess this reapportion- 
ment session, and that immediately 
thereafter the Governor will call 
the legislature into extraordinary} 
session to consider submitting to; 
the people, in a special election toj 
be held within not less than 90; 
days, nor more than 120 days, the! 
proposed reapportionment amend- 
ment now scheduled to be voted on 
in November, 1956. Surely, nobody 
who believes in democracy would 
object to the people being permit- 
ted to vote on this vital question 
this year. If such amendment is ad- 
opted, there would be no need for 
any further reapportionment ses- 
sion of tHe legislature, the burden- 
some expense to the taxpayers 
would be stopped, and Florida 
would be spared the further em- 
barrassment of the near breakdown 
of two branches of its state gov- 
ernment.

BY USING CHLORDANE 
Gairiesville—Midsummer is the 
season when many hou%es and 


yards are invaded by troops of ants. 


To get rid of these pests the first 
step is to find their nests and then 
to treat them with an insecticide, 
according to J. E. Brogdon, ento- 
mologist with the Florida Agricul- 
tural Extension Service. 

Outdoors the nests are usually 
easy to see—small mounds of soil 
on the ground,-near flagstones and 
sidewalks, in decaying tree trunks, 
near foundations. Finding ant nests 
indoors is a difficult problem. Us- 
ually the best you can do is to 
watch the trails of the ants, trace 
them to a baseboard or door frame, 
and apply the insecticide there. 

Mr. Brogdon says the most ef- 
fectivé insecticide in the home is a 
2 percent oil-base chlordane solu- 
tion, applied with a paint brush or 


sprayer as near as possible to where 


the nests may be located. Water- 
base chlordane sprays also are ef- 
fective. 

Paint or spray the chlordane 
along baseboards, cracks in floors, 
door and window frames, sinks, 
and electric outlets. In this way 
you can check the ants before they 
get into foods and onto tables. 
Chlordane’has a long lasting effect 
and it is usually not necessary to 
spray the same surface more then 
once every one to three months. If 
ants continue to appear, spray oth- 
er surfaces and areas they may be 
coming from. 

A good preventive measure 
against ants is to keep all contain- 
ers of food, flour canisters, and 
bread boxes tightly closed. To keep 
ants from entering the house, apply 
chlordane along the outside walls 
from the ground up to the windows. 

Dieldrin also has been approved. 
for-use against ants in and around 
the home. If you use it, follow di- 
rections on the container. 

Ants also injure plants and trees 
-—not only the roots but also the 
above ground portions of the plant. 
A 2 percent water-base chlordane 
preparation in various forms is rec- 
ommended for use outdoors. 

Chlordane js poisonous to people 
and pets, as Well as tovants. A few 
simple precautions are required for 
its use in or around the home. Keep 
the insecticide away from children, 
pets, foods, dishes, and cooking 
utensils; be certain not to inhale 
the spray .mist, If chlordane gets 
onto the skin, wash it off immedi- 
ately with soap and water.
